RUNNING  OFF  GRADE  DUE  TO  WARM  WEATHER  CONDITIONS  AND  THE  STRONG  COMPETITION  AT 
COUNTRY  POINTS  IN  THE  PURCHASING  OF  POULTRY  BEFORE  IT  IS  ACTUALLY  READY  FOR  MARKETING
